n:ss to qoibtling an 1 special pleading oc- 
curred in liis debate with Gov. Leslie at thi.s 
place. Gov. Leslie, near llie clo.se of bis first 
speech in answer to Gen. Harlan, remarked 
that he regretted he did not have time to dis- 
cuss all the points raised by Gen. Harlan ;

Of course, every- 
body present felt that this apology was quite 
unnecessary ; since, from the end of first fif- 
teen or twenty minutes of Gov. Leslie’s 
speech, when he wound up his triumphant re- 
ply to Harlan’s tirade upon “Democraiic mis- 
ra inagement of Kentucky finances” all .saw that 
Gen. Harlan hid mure than his hands full — 
had "met a foeinan,” indeed, not only ‘'wor- 
thy of his steel,” but one with a little longer 
and finer tempered blade than any that Ger. 
Harlan had ever yet wielded in the political 
battles of Kentucky. 'J'he truth was, that 
the Governor had, at the close of his hour 
and a half, not only answered all the points 
of any consequence made by Geit. Harlan> 
but had literally carried the war into Africa, 
and made his campaign "pronouncedly ag- 
gressive.’’ And yet, when Gen. Harlan arose 
to rejoin, he very uncandidly started out by 
saying that ha entirely agreed with Governor 
Leslie in "the confession that he had made 
but 'poor progress,’ either in stating in his 
own. positions, or in answering those of his 
competitor,” when he must have well known, 
as everybody else present did, that Governor 
Leslie meant to make no such confession or 
admission. When a political disputant is 
reduced to such palpable petty quibbling as 
this, it will soon be plain to all that hiscause 
is, indeed, a most feeble one.

Morton and ISumner tried it, and were reduced 
to complete snbmiTSion, and now cringe and 
fawn Hi the feet of tlieir master. How is this 
centralization to be averted ? How hut by ihe 
eUetions of which the coming one in Kentucky 
is among ihe first of a series? We can carry 
Kentucky and every 8ou hern State with the 
exception of perhaps aSouih Carolina, and, if 
we can to them add a triumph lor the cause of 
order in PennsyKania and Indiana, which 
triumph we can iffect with moden le prudence, 
we can — yes, and giving ihe domiiiHiit puriy 
the doubtful States of the North, we can hurl 
tlie party from |iower and save Ihe country. 
We can do this by electing twelve or fourteen 
more repn sentatives lo the lower hou.se of 
Congress, and we can do it, and, by the grace 
of God, we will do it. [Applause] 

Tiie whole of Mr. Heck’s s(>cech is so 
good — so “choke-full’* of point and power — 
that we hardly know how to go about making 
extracts. The follow'ing, however, must 
suffice for to-day : 

“The Republican party talks of platforms. 
They lay down platforms of principles, some 
of which are very good, but they have no 
force and never have an application. The 
practice of the party is in exact and oi.'traetri- 
cal opposition lo its theories and principles as 
enunciated. They pretend by their platform 
that they are in favor of universal amnesty, 
as was pretended in their platform in Ken- 
tucky, and yet they know their protestations are 
untrue, and I a they arc not now, and we.e not 
at the lime, in favor of it. A few months ago 
an attempt was made lo get amnesty for a lew 
men in this aState, when forty-five leading men 
of the opposition, representing that element in 
the Stale, violently and vehemently and in- 
consislly opposed it. -And when the amnesty 
bill was urged upon the Senate of the United 
States that body spurned it, and it now lies 
untouched upon its table. The party Ims not 
fulfilled a promise made in the Crittenden res- 
olutions — ilie refusal to make which prumises 
would have kept out of the army every Federal 
•ioldicr that Kentucky sent to the late war. 
No sooner had it obtained the rule than it 
overthrew' the power of the Slates which now 
lie manacled in its fellers. After the war tiial 
parly said ic would and intended lo preserve 
free and untraniraeled the rights of the North, 
and yet scarcely was the ink dry upon this 
prote tatiun before a constitutional amend- 
ment was forced upon the .Sortli by the vote 
of eleven Slates of the South, threatened 
with the bayonet unless the ratification was 
elfecled — a ratification, the condition prece- 
dent to their admission. All their p'Om- 
ises have been brtken, all their pro- 
testations have proven false, fndyet they come 
lo you now with a fair and specious cew series. 
If a man cheats you once, itishis own viliiany ; 
if he fools you again, yon alone are to blame, 
and 1 can hardly believe there lives a man of 
brains in this Commonwealih who has once 
been deceived who will be deceived again. 
They profess, and declare it openly and un- 
b)u:<hinglj, that as cveiytbing is lair in ;var, 
so is everything fair in politics ; and, when it 
is charged upon them, they laugh and say they 
fight to win. These specious planks in their 
platform are (he means they take to win, but 
you are armed and forewarned against them by 
your experience of the past. You who have 
watched their course know that they have 
acted on this principle. When the Democratic 
Congressmen elect trom the Soath applied for 
admission, by their overwhelming majority, 
admission w’as refused They could not afford 
opposition from tiie South, nut because of dis- 
loyaliiy in that opposition, but because that 
opposition would result in sweeping away with 
the besom of destruction the legislation which : 
they bad huilt up during the war. They 
brought down aliens from tb« North, invested 
the negro with the franchise, organized loyal 
leagues, and filled offices of trust with shabby 
and jejune schooUninsrers from Msioe and else- 
where, to whom trust had been refused in their 
native States. And when the negro would not 
put bis trust in these carpet-baggers, but still 
looked up to and relied upon his old master, 
they threatened that if his vote were not cast 
according to their order that he should be 
remanded back to slavery, aud if he should 
vote as they directed that forty acres of 
land and a draft mule should reward his 
obedience. And, gentlemen, the negro went 
to the polls with his ballot in one hand and 
his bridle in the other. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] But we are cleaning out these cari 
pet-baggers aud scalawags from the halls of 
Congress, and we shall never halt until its 
walls shall know them no longer. One Bowen 
— you all have heard of him — during my own 
experience, came to the door of Congress and 
asked to be sworn in as a Representative from 
the State of South Carolina. .Mr. Mullins, of 
Tennessee, for all that he was a Radical, arose 
from his seat, declaring that he could nut 
stand such a umn being sworn in. And when 
asked lo state his objection, Mr. Mullins said 



ana, beat his opf>oiient Derrell in every pre- 
cinct of his district, and rolled up a majority 
of 7,600 against him; yet Derrell was put in 
over the indubitably elected Martin by the 
sheer force of an unscupulous majoiiiy in Con- 
gress, and was there during the last Congress, 
aud is there now.*’ 

We hope every true Kentuckian will give 
heed to the following exhortation from a tried 
and trusted leader : 

“The Radical lenders will do anything but 
shuck the moral sense of the Northern people, 
and this brings me to what 1 would urge upon 
you now and constantly, with all »he power of 
my voice and all the lorce of my entreaty. 
There never was a time like the present, when 
above all other times you should see order 
preserved in your midst, the laws vindicated, 
and when oguinst unlawful bands of men, the 
Kti-Klux or any of like nature, public opinion 
should be so strongly and unequivocally di- 
rected that the suspicion of ibeir very existence 
should not be suffered to dwell amongst you. 
Let our record go forth to the world ; let the 
Norih know that we array ourselves in solid 
phalanx against disorder, and above all — and 
if 1 could impart more of solemnity to what 1 
have to sty, God knows 1 would do so — above 
all let us not furnish uur enemies with the very 
protexis lor whicli they Imve been striving, 
and to which the whole tenor of the Ku-Klux 
bill and their acts under it point. They are 
playing a desperate game, and it is not for 
you to insure their triumph.’* 

And, finally, hear and heed the following 
lie is speaking of the next Presidential elec- 
tion : 

“And if we are beaten this time and per- 
petuate the power of the Radical party four 
years more, the youngest man present here to- 
day will never vote at another election, if we 
get a majority in the House, we will make out 
such a case as will make the men in power 
stink in tlie nostrils of the civilized world, and 
they know i* ; and Kentucky must help roll 
up such a majority ngains! them as shall 
enable us to thus expose them. [Applause.] 
We must quit talking aiioiit w hat we w ere, or 
where we stood two years ago, but face ti e 
Radical 1 ader.<, holding their vantage of p we 
by fraud an d deceit. Unless we do ihi!<, ti. - 
phnticaliy and speedily, we are lust. Tins i» 
but one of the series of conflicts. It is due 
from (hose who weie Union men during the 
war lo put down this gieat conspiracy, because 
tiievihelped to pul these men in power under the 
GriUendin rt\'’Oiutioiis, aud who now see them 
destroying the Supreme Coiiiiand civil liberty, 
ami the Bresideiit making himself u military 
dictator. They owe it to Iheineeives, to then 
childien, to their children's children, to their 
country, to the world, to hurl them fiom 
power.”

HOW THE SOUlH IS MISREPRESENTED.

It is especially luipununl 
lo the overwtieiiuiug m.tjoi ry ot tue wuiiemeii 
of the Suuin, cousti.uUiig the Deiuucialic 
party, in this dliile every department ot the 
Ooverumeai is iii the h.iuds ot the Kidical 
purlv. \\ e have a paiutul leeliug lUat tUuse 
placed over us seek to produce itie impression

The charge tiiut Soil! hern w’hites are iniini- 
lal to negroes, and kill and malireat them 
i generally, Wii.,ouv cau&e, is equally fuoiish. 
i'he negro is the principal laborer heie, uuu 
this is a luimiug counliy. it is to the mutual 
luierest ot the i aces to keep on good terms; 
aud, besides, there is a kjudiy teeiing on the 
pall of the foiiuer masters toward former 
slaves. This is evinced every day ; aud tlial 
the ncgio reciprocates and perfectly under- 
stands this leeling ia evidcucea by the tact that 
no sooner does he gel into trouble than he calls 
on his old muster, or loruier slave-holders that 
he had know n in the da)s ot slavery. 

This reputed teeiing of enmity lo the Fed- 
eral (.fuveiiimenl is untrue. The people ot the 
South surrendered in good faith, and earnestly 
desire peace. They do abhor the manner in 
which FeUeiul attairs are adminisleied, but 
believe Ibul, rightly udiuiuisteri d, it is a good 
goverumeni, aud they waul it in the hands ui 
noiitsi men. 

li is known here that the few despe- 
radoes yet left tu the country are mainly of a ^ 
class WHO have tied their toriner homes for 
crime. This idea that the people are restrain- 
ed Irom open vioiaUou ol law by Federal 
power is ubsure'. Goliisions with Federal 
power aud Slate police are injurious to the iiia- 
tenul prosperity ot the couniiy, and seif-iuler- 
est would demaud, if they had no higher 
motive, that they should gel along in harmony 
with the powers ihal-be. 

Every occurence that can by possibility be 
uiauulucUii'cd into a mure s ncdi is wrought up. 
The Radicals are so weak here they could sup- 
port but few ]>apers, but the legislature has 
come to their assistance and passed a law re- 
quiring an “otiice journal’ in every judicial 
district, wherein all public printing, State, 
county, and municipal, must appear. This 
luruisbes pap to the hungry, that is all ; the 
papers are but little circulated. 

The State is intensely Democratic, and when- 
ever opportunity offers will wheel into line. 
This me KaUicais well know; Ueiice me dec- 
perale eflorl to create rows. If the laws are 
not rigidly enforced whose faults is it ? lu the 
language of President Lincoln, they “run the 
machine. ■’ Every effort will be made by 
Democrats to preserve order and enforce law, 
peace, harmony.

WliKt are scientific experiments bat briiKant 
e-ITorts 6 f the imagination ? “I imagine fbh't, 
under such and «uch circumstances, stich and 
«nch will be the caSo. i don't know ; but I 
will try.” By no one is this frfct more pro- 
fusely and more convincingly illustrated than 
by Dr. Tyndall, both in liis published books 
and bis lectures. He amplifies the experience 
of other philosophers, besides inventing experi- 
ments of his own. He wishes to know whether 
pure water be, as most people suppose it, ab- 
solutely colorless. It is so, as we usually see 
it, in small quantities, but a very thin stratum 
of ale is almost as colorless as a stratum of 
Water. He pours distilled water into a drink- 
ing glass; it exhibits no trace wnatever of 
color; so he imagines an experiment to show 
us that this pellucid liquid, in sufficient thick- 
ness, has a very decided color. 

“Here,” he says triumphantly, “is a tube 15 
inches long, placed horizontally, its ends being 
stopped by pieces of plate glass. At one end 
of the tube is an electric lamp, from which a 
cylinder of light will be sent through the tube. 
It is now half-filled with water, the upper sur- 
face of which cuts the tube in two parts hori- 
zontally. Thus, I sent half of my beam 
through the air and half through the water, 
and with this lens I intend to project a mag- 
nificent image of the adjacent end of the tube 
upon this screen. You now see the image, 
composed of two semi-circles, one of which is 
due to the light which has passed through the 
water, and the other to the light which has 
passed through the air. Side by side, thus, you 
can compare them ; and you notice that while 
the air semi-circle is a pure white, the water 
semi-circle is a light and delicate blue-greeu.” 
The real color of distilled water was ascer- 
tained and proved beyond a doubt.
